October 1, 1961 if the municipality 
or county does not require the fod¬ 
der after that date and so advises 
the farmer. 

Fodder supplies in the Munici¬ 
pal Fodder Bank, if in surplus, 
may, upon authorization of the 
Minister of Agriculture or his re¬ 
presentative, be offered for sale to 
other fodder deficient areas of the 
province. 

No fodder crop subsidy will be 
paid to farmers who harvest cereal 
fodder for his own requirements. 

Each county requesting the es¬ 
tablishment of a Fodder Bank will 
be required to keep a “Fodder 
Bank” account book containing a 
complete record of the disposition 
of each farmers assignment of fod¬ 
der. Fodder for assignment to the 
bank will be inspected by county 
fieldmen to determine quality and 
tonnage. 

Application forms will be avail¬ 
able through county offices. Appli¬ 
cations, when fully processed by 
the county, will be forwarded to 
the Field Crops Branch, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture for 
payment.

lalion now, “before aroused public forces ridiculously 
restrictive laws.” 

Recently a judge said that an effective interest 
rate of 27.5% charged by an investment mortgage 
company was “an abomination.’’ He broke the loan 
agreement. 

Some private mortgage lenders (not restricted by 
law in Canada) are charging up to 75% per annum 
interest. Some small loan rates may not look so high 
on the surface. Paying $50 on $1,000 may appear to be 
5% to the uninitiated, but if he has to pay the money 
back in a month, it’s an effective annual rate of 60%. 
Service charges and discounts are other ways rates 
are boosted. 

Of course, many non-business borrowers in Can¬ 
ada are protected by law and the good reputation of 
our better money-lenders. But there are wide-open 
holes, and some operators are cashing in with interest 
rates far beyond the risk potential. Reputable/money- 
lending institutions see real danger in this.

Re: Adult Polio Booster Injections:— All adults who have com¬ 
pleted the series of three polio injections prior to December 
1957 may receive their first booster at any of our regular 
Baby & Pre-School clinics. 


These well-baby clinics are neld for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring Infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care 
Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly Intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose t>f the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster, 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child Is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.
